The fflinlslry Safe. 

YeBterdoy morning wo aniioanced 
the trlumpbaat pBseago of tlio Hill 
giving effect to that part of tho Treaty 
of Wttihlnglon which applioB to, and 
required the oonourrence otCanttda. Wo 
aasame the passago of iho Bill provid. 
ding for the ooDBtrnolion of tho Paoifio 
EaU^^ay.— Ifltj bocaaae the diTielon on 
the Treaty Bill proves the GovernmeDt 
to be Btrongbejond alliexpeolation; 2Qd, 
booauBe the aeceptanee of the Treaty 
corrloB With it the Imperial gnaranloo, 
oBlimoted by flome of our Canadian oon- 
temporaricB to be \iorth two hundred 
ihoaBOud a year lo the country. Those 
two great measures passed, tho Min- 
istry may bo oonBidered at perfectly 
ggfe^_Bafo not only tor lha balance of 
the expiring Parliamentary term, but 
safe lor a frosU lease of ofBco under 
tho now Parliament to bo elected this 
yoar. Tho least attentive student of 
Canadian potiiiOBmust have observed 
that the Grit* selected these two 
quoBtions as the base of opposition. 
Those having failed, they havo not left 
?a peg to hang their hat on.' Tho gen- 
eral policy of the present admioimra- 
tion they oaunot, dare not,ta'io excep- 
tion to. It AH liberal and progressive 
08 anrtbing they can enunciate: It is 
more Btatosmanlike than anything tboy 
are capable of originating. They hove, 
therefore, had to content theraeelvos 
with cynical carping at the modus op- 
erandi. Look ati Mackenxie'a epoeoh 
on tho reply to the Speech from tho 
Throne this session. Ho wai relnctanti 
ly compollod to compliment the coantry 
and, inforenlially, the Government 
upon iho acoooaplishment of that which 
ho and biB faction strained every nerve 
and exhausted every strtttegemito pre-> 
vent only the session before— the exten- 
sion of the Dominion to the Pacific. He 
did not even dare to oppoao tho Eail- 
way ; but be took exception to the do- 
tails of tho scheme. Tho Governtnent 
nsked for powers great and dangoroos. 
Of course they did— say the Opposi- 
lion. "We havo before us the Globe's 
loading article on the proviMons of the 
llailway Bill, which Bhows what stand 
tho Opposition intended taking, from 
which wo shall give an extract or two. 
•'The bill will authorize tho Govern- 
ment to enter into arrangomoatB with 
any Company or amalgamated Com- 
panies, to construct and work the road, 
provided that said Company or Com- 
panies shall have a capital of not less 
than ten millions of dollarp,' one-tenth 
of which has to bo doposUed in the 
hands of the Keoeiver-General before 
they can bo entitled to accept the coo- 
tract. Bat here a farther olanse is ap^ 
pended that may well stagger all who 
do not with to entrust any Govornment 
with unconstitutional powers, still lois 
one that has so greatly abnsud lis trust 
in tho case of the Iniorcoloniai Rail- 
way, The Government makes the 
ontrageons preposition Ihat^if no agree- 
ment can be mado with any com- 
pany orcampaDicB alreaciy obaitored by Act 
o( Parliament, they shall tbemtolves have 
power to ebatier a compsoy bjr a Bimple 
Order in Uoanoil, incorporaiing thei^io the 
toims hid down in tbe Aot now to be pssa- 
ed, and ibe general ie_,ulatior s oft le Rsilway 
Clanso j\ot. In other words, esit was des- 
cribed in ihe debaie, iho Aol reully etiapow- 
ers tbe MiniBiry to make jutt what arrango- 
men's tbey please. What would be iho in- 
evitable rcsnl', bat|lhat thefpolitieal iollii- 
ence exeroiaed throQBh Ihe Grand TrnnkoDd 
Intorcoloniul wcnW ^^c repeated onagrftodi'i 
scale in llio Xorth-weel? Th « poit'on ot the 
bill masCbe BirenuouBlj reeig.ed." Olcourne 
it matt; for, don't yon see) it would cut of) 
all hope of tbe Grits gtt'.ing icto powor for 
many a weary year to come. And yet suob 
a reaalt migbt not be regarded by a majority 
of OaDBdiaoB as a very great oalamity. 
"The laiul tichenae," oootioDos our eoctem- 
poiary, " is evidently crude in the exiremo. 
Il may well be doubted whtlherit is dosirablo 
to lock up io the hands of any privuto cor- 
poratioD so ecormous a territory equal tj five 
I'rovinces tbe lize of Manitoba. It mast bo 
racollectsd, loo, tbat tbe line woald irBverne 
for sevoral hoodred miles ihe ProTlnce ol Oa- 
tario. wiioao lands tbe Dominion oaooct 
graLt tu anybody. Yi t Ibis appoam tu have 
quite eecapud tbe atieiition ol ibeee teckless 
calculators," In so lor as tbo lockicg up ol 
land isiooncarnod, wo conleeB ibat we ononot 
see ibe matter in that light •! all. So far 
Irom the Bobeme propoBiog to look op land, 
it appears lo OB to be saperenaineDtiy Gtted 
to aeltio the lauds bo allollod lo Ibo llailwny 
Company, lo viUat oihor way, wo abould 
like to bf) inlormed by the Giobo, oouKl it be 
hoped so goon and )!aocc8(>lully tu oreeto a 
transcontiiientul bolt of sotilement? Ilow 
can one popcibly oonoeive il to beiheitl^rcui 
or policy ol the Uailway Ooopaoy to lockup 
tbcEO liinde? Every oooaideratioD o( aell-in- 
torest would load tbe Company to preraota 
by every rneaiii in their power lha immedi- 
ate eeitlement aud cultivation of landa bIodk 
the line of their railway, Ii jia ulto- 
getbet beyond ourcompiuhoiisioD to ooacuivo 
wbal object tbey could havo io retarding Bct- 
tlemeot. Where they In a poiitioD to hold 
these lands for high prices, one coeld audar- 
Btand the objeotioa. Bat that woald bo tho 
moat idiotic dog-in-tht-maDger policy pu3- 
Dilil(!. Prices could only rise with sottlo> 
mont; and if Ihoy provontnd Bettlemont, pncofl 
couldn't well riuo. Tho fact thm tho (Jonipauy 
would beconio ii powerlul organization for 
colouizing tho vast territory through which 
the Uailway must pass couatiluies oiio of tho 
greatest recommendations of tbe achouio. Ai 
for the other point rniced, it would, iodeod, 
be atrange if Ontario were found anwillin? 
to appropriate a reagonablo nmuuut of land 
for tbat part of the road passing through ber 
own territory, Alas, bow hath the mighty 
fallen I Just imagine the Globe olTering auch 
miaerable, carping opposition to a groat and 
glorious national enterprise so •mineutly onU 
culatod to excite the entbualasm of every 
patriotic mimbilant of the Dominlen. Igno- 
iniuioualy dufoated on these two great national 
quuHtioii», thu cyrita havo lost their ajinl lU 
curps, aud will repair to the husliiigu with 
fbatt'citd and demoralietd batlalioni; and 



the present Ministry will meet tbo naw P«rr« 
liament strouger tbnn ever. Britlah Columbia 
rejoices at tho prospect.
